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How to Enter the Silence

HE MORE completely our human conscious- 

ness is attuned to Spirit the more com- 

pletely results agree with Truth. The ideal 
attitude of prayer is that of serene and confident 
expectancy. As you turn to God in prayer you are 
turning to one who is all-loving, all-wise, all- 
understanding. 

Center your mind upon the presence and power, 
the nature and attributes of God. Take some in- 
spiring scriptural passage or some clear and beau- 
tiful statement of Truth—an affirmation—as a 
center of thought. Dwell upon it in loving con- 
templation. Do not become tense. Do not make 
hard work of this. It is natural for you to pray 
in this way, natural for you to commune with God, 
natural that good results follow. 

If thoughts of mundane activities or of persons 
with whom you are concerned enter your mind, 
do not resist them, do not thrust them aside, and 
do not abandon the theme of realization with which 
you have begun your prayer. Instead infold your 
human thoughts in the inspiring one you have 
chosen. Apply this thought to the persons or 
things that come to your inward attention. Bless 
them. Quietly focus your attention upon the Truth. 
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This way of prayer is called “the silence,” and it 
is based upon the admonition “Be still, and know 
that I am God.” As you dwell upon the Truth of 
God you will find that your human thoughts be- 
come quiet, “‘still,’’ and that a flood of peace and a 
sense of well-being pervade your being. In this 
consciousness give thanks to God for all the bless- 
ings that you have consciously received and for 
those which are on their way into manifestation. 

Know that you “receive” (in Spirit) and shall 
“have” (in-actual fact) either the good you desire 
or what in God's sight is even better. You may 
immediately get some leading or guidance as to a 
course of human action to pursue. In the absence 
of any special sign, trust God to inspire you 
through the brain and mind that He has given 
you. Used in conscious acknowledgment of His 
guidance, they are logical channels of His help. 

In all thy ways acknowledge him, 
And he will direct [ margin, make plain] thy 
paths. 

Familiar things and persons are no less chan- 
nels of His guidance than the signs and wonders 
often found in Holy Writ. Signs of His presence 
are all about us. But as men have delved more 
and more into the wonders of His creation, we 
have grown to accept as natural and familiar many 
things that in ancient times were considered to be 
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special wonders. Answer to prayer is no less won- 
derful if it comes through a seemingly common- 
place person or circumstance than if it comes 
through something we cannot explain and could 
not foresee. 

Watch less then for signs and more to keep 
thought and feeling in harmonious accord with 
purposes of good. Do not choose channels. Choose 
God, and let Him choose the channels.
